■  Maryland  was  the  2003  recipient  of  the  Education  Commission  of  the  States 
(ECS)  State  Innovation  Award,  which  annually  recognized  a  state  for  excellence  in 
education  policy  development  The  Visionary  Panel  was  a  blue  hbbon  panel  of 
(TK>re  than  300  education  stakeholders  who  reviewed  Maryland's  past  efforts  and 
charted  the  course  for  improved  student  achievement  in  the  next  decade 

■  Maryland's  average  SAT  verbal  score  tor  the  Class  of  2003  rose  to  509,  and  its 
average  math  score  went  up  to  515,  putting  the  state  first  in  verbal  scores  and  in  a 
first  place  tie  for  math  among  the  eight  states  in  the  middle  states  region.
